conditions. This has prompted 
the State to go forward with a 
Housing Program exclusively 
for persons 65 years of age 
and over who do not have the 
financia] means to obtain good 
housing. 

In Wilmington, this housing 
program is administered by the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. 
This Authority is responsible, 
within eligibility require- 
ments as defined in the law, 


for the selection of tenants. 


To be eligible for this 
housing a person must meet the 
following requirements: (1) A 
person must be 65 years of age 
or over (single individuals 
living alone or couples are 
eligible).

Once the Envelope gets to 
our hands the old Budget Sys- 
stem is put into effect, for 
you see we also have to pay 
our way the same as you folks 
do, We have food, lights, heat 
and power, water, medicines 
and doctor bil]s, not covered 
by Blue Cross, minor expenses, 


‘clothing for the children, 


work clothes for our menfolk 
and their uniform and linen 
upkeep to pay for, let alone 
our rent and taxes to pay for. 

A few other points that may 
help you to see our way of 
thinking are that when our men 
go into a housefire we never 
know when they wil] walk back 
or become one of the many of 
those men who gave their 
lives to the fire Service, in 
the line of duty. When your 
man punches out his time clock 
at 5 p.m. you and your child- 
ren can fee] secure that he 
wil] be with you for the even- 


Ang or be sble to take zou_out, 


without first calling hfs bos! 
to find out if he can do so. 
You can also fee) secure in 
the fact that he and your 
whole househo]d wil] not be 
awakened in the wee hours of 
the morning to an alarm of 
fire or an emergency ambu] ance 
run to rush someone to the 
hospital. 

Also your men are not ex- 
posed to the various diseases 
that ours can possibly bring 
home to our loved ones after 
such an emergency run that 
some unthinking doctor might 
have failed to inform him was 
of the contagious type. Anoth- 
er of the things we would Jike 
te bring out is that when the 
holidays rol] around or some 
one of the kids birthdays 
comes up we like to fee] that 
we can without, Jetting some 
thing else go, live up to the 
traditions of our ancestors 
and remember them in the way 
that we would like to.
